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STATE DIRECTOR’S MESSAGE 


DULCE MESA, NEW MEXICO.... 

WHATS GOING ON? 

I Interviewed Sean Morton at the MUFON Conference In 
Richmond this summer. Sean was part of the Du Ice 
Investigation and Research Team who visited the 
Dulce Mesa on December 16-18, 1969. The team 

included Fred Bell, Sean Morton, Jim Delatoeo, Rich 
Kashanski, Paul Sheppard and Joseph Randall. 
There had been repeated reports by the local Navajo 
Indians that unidentified flying objects were seen enter¬ 
ing and leaving the mesa. 

The r es ear ch team set up sophisticated ultrasound 
equipment to investigate the underground systems on 
the Dulce Mesa. They also used the sound of an 
alleged Pleiadian Beam Ship recorded by Billy Meier 
In Switzerland. More than twenty transceivers were 
buried In a ten mile area surrounding the suspected 
UFO base. The results of the ultrasound wave survey 
were analyzed by aChrise Supercomputer. More than 
75 hours of time were used In one of the world's most 
advanced computer systems, which plotted out a so¬ 
phisticated data log of the underground strata. The data 
log revealed that there was some type of base or struc¬ 
ture under the Dulce Mesa, 400 feet below the surface. 
The analysis further revealed that an exceptionally 
strong power source existed at the 400 feet level. The 
penumbra of the power source was detected at the 200 
foot level. The energy extended eight miles under¬ 
ground. The team believes this energy was a nudear 
power core that was generating voltage rated at 400 to 
480 volts, k may be a coinddence but the U.S. military 
standard is 440 volts. 

One of the team’s subsidiary goals was to test the 
theory that the Gray aliens are genetic enemies of the 
Pleladians. They hoped that this activity would smoke 
the Grays out by making them think they were under 
attack by Pleiadian forces. The team hoped they might 
kill the aliens or at least give them a hell of a headache. 
The team’s studies and conduded the aliens are very 
sensitive to sonic noise and this activity might cause 
Injury or death to the short Grays. They hoped they 
could put a stick In the hornet’s nest and make some¬ 
thing happen. 

They set up and started the tesla in the evening of 
December 17th. The team was located at the micro- 
wave station over looking the town of Dulce. It was 
freezing cold, two degrees above zero. They started up 
the ultra sound equipment about 11 o'dock at night 
Suddenly, they were treated to a spectacular display of 
250 shooting stars during the first 45 minutes of the op 


oration. They could have been space ships, but they 
doubted it When nothing further happened, they even¬ 
tually got cold and left the area. The ultrasound equip¬ 
ment was left operating drumming the Pleiadian music 
Into the ground. 

On December 27th, Pat Minor, Sean’s room mate came 
In from a scuba diving expedition to Santa Catalina 
Island. He was very exdted because he had spotted 
a giant bright green fire ball that Ik up the entire Pacific 
Ocean, k flew over Catalina island and hung a left hand 
turn heading south. The next morning the back page of 
the December 26th Issue of the Los Angels Times View 
Section ran a story about a huge green fire ball that 
flashed across the western states. The headline stated 
"Huge Green Fire Ball Tracked Across Four States". 
The article claimed the fire ball was initially traoed at the 
Lumberton Durango, Colorado area where the Dulce 
Mesa Is located, k was reported traveling at between 
13,000 and 30,000 feet In a straight line to Catalina Island 
off the coast of California. Seventy five miles beyond 
the Island, the fire ball made a sharp left turn and 
headed south. The team called John Mosely an as¬ 
tronomer at the Griffith Observatory who was aware of 
the object He fek k could have been a meteor although 
they were not sure what k was. A low flying meteor can 
fragment and change direction, but this is very unusual. 
They called a native American Indian named Electric 
Warrior who had been their guide at Dulce and had 
previously provided valuable information. He claimed 
that two weeks prior to the incident some two hundred 
native Americans had been having a large party in the 
desert. The party was broken up when the Indians were 
chased up and down the valley be a huge boomerang 
shaped UFO. The large flying object stopped and 
started, and flew in a very jerky motion, k showered 
purple and pinkish sparks down on the Indians as they 
ran. Electric Warrior said that “On the night of Decem¬ 
ber 26th the entire town was illuminated by the green fire 
ball as k raised up out of the mesa and then flew zipping 
off to the west Another almost identical occurrence 
happened again on January 7,1990 but Instead headed 
east k was reported again In the Los Angeles Times 
the following day. Sean fek their activities drove out the 
grays from the Dulce area. From January 6th, their have 
been no reporta of UFO sightings, abductions or mutila¬ 
tions from this area. This had been one of the hottest 
abduction spots In the world. 

Note: I can not determine the authenticity of this report 
Sean Morton seems Intelligent and appeared to believe 
the story he was telling me. I’m also aware that the 
green fire ball was seen over the east coast as he 
described.

Back in Time 


in this discussion of UFO dose encounters we must 
begin in human pre-history. According to French Ufolo¬ 
gist, Aime Michel, In his famous artide 11 Paleolithic 
UFO-Shapes “ he says, “that for two hundred uninter¬ 
rupted centuries, from about the year 30,000 B.C. to 
around 10,000 B.C. in the Paleolithic or Old Stone Age, a 
brilliant civilization flourished in that region of continental 
Europe which is today south-western France and 
Cantabrian Spain. A race of people of whom we have 
no dired knowledge, painted masterpieces on the 
walls and ceilings of 72 caverns. Most of the paintings 
dealt with animals. However, there is also something 
else: incomprehensible signs and pidures. identical 
signs of this type are found in different caves often very 
far apart from each other.” 

























Some samples of identical, but incomprehen¬ 
sible symbols found in 15 various Paleolithic 
caves located throughout France and Spain. 


The petrolyphs are found in locations, such as the Tas- 
sili n’ Ajjer plateau in the Saharan region of Southern 
Algeria, in Africa . Most Tassili carvings were made 
during the 4th-3d millennia B.C. This data indicates that 
the UFO phenomenon has interacted with humans, for 
tens of thousands of years.

Proper Questions 


Most if not all, dose encounter reports are potential 
onboard experiences. Besides experiencing the phe¬ 
nomenon myself, I have investigated dozens of dose 
encounter reports as well as reviewed and analyzed 
hundreds of similar, written reports from the literature. 
During this period of study, I have contemplated the 
phenomenon’s purpose and intent i asked myself 
various questions: Why does the data have similarities, 
but also contradictions and misinformation?

Why the seemingly deliberate deception, by our institu¬ 
tions, government and otherwise and also by the enti¬ 
ties themselves? Why are pieces of excised tissue 
taken from experiencer’s bodies? Is the claimed entity 
“hybridization" program reported by the experiences 
physically or para physically real or is K a screen mem¬ 
ory? What other components of the reported experi¬ 
ences testimony are screen memories and what is 
not? How can any of this be logically determined? 
These questions stimulated myself to review my own 
memories and those of other experiences, from my own 
philosophical and theological pespective and as a 
result, I have come up with some possible answes. 


M.l.T. Presentation 


The paper I presented at the UFO Abduction Study 
Conference held at M.l.T. in June, 1992 included a UFO 
dose encounter database of 99 reports and is broken 
down into 39 fields. Of particular interest are those fields 
falling into three categories that indude: structural 
details, light patterns, and effects on experiencer. From 
this database, I found a number of variables displayed 
strong departure from normality. An example follows: 
Hypothesis: That UFOs having rotating lights would 
also have lighted portholes or windows. These two 
characteristics can be connected with the concept of a 
highly energetic, radiating, propulsion source. Result: 
There was a nearly significant statistical relationship 
between the report of portholes or windows observed 
and rotating lights.

In July 1953, I observed two UFOs simultaneously in 
Hamilton Township near Trenton, New Jersey. One of 
two objects moved to a position about two hundred feet 
away from me after an arc of blue light jumped between 
the two objects when they came very dose to each 
other. Inside the partial, transluoent structure, near the 
base of the object, I observed a shadowy counter- 
dockwise rotating cross mechanism with rounded 
forms attached. When the objed came doser and was 
directly over me at approximately 50 feet altitude, I 
observed the underside to move in two directions, the 
dark round-shaped forms now appeared to be white- 
yellowish, plasma-like, self contained, brightly-lighted, 
oval shapes, moving in a counter-dockwise motion. 


While this movement took place, concurrently, a light 
yellow colored mass of light flowed, directly across the 
entire inner drde which was approximately 10 ft in 
diameter, from below on the inner edge to under on the 
other edge of the drde area. It appeared this center 
mass of lighted area was revolving on itself, counter to 
the outer movement of lights near the outer edge of the 
object Snake-like shaped objects approximately 1" by 
7* moved with the flow of the light mass across the inner 
drde. The two flows of lighted material was like a 
gyroscopic effect The objed had a humming ,as well 
as a throbbing sound. The louder the object's sound, 
the brighter H glowed. I speculate that the propulsion 
components described above are driven by a genera¬ 
tor or other power source, but not observable.

Transport Procxas 

One of the first humans on record, to be levitated up a 
UFO transporter beam was Elijah. He was a 9th 
century B.C. Hebrew prophet who reportedly didn’t die, 
but was taken up in a whirlwind. The transporter beam 
can project to the side or straight down. Entities, them¬ 
selves can be involved with the experiencer at the 
beam’s base or just onboard the UFO. The entity 
seen at Fatima, Portugal on October 13, 1917, is based 
on, one of the percipients, Luda’s first description, 
given a Parochial Enquiry held by the local priest Luda 
described the entity as: "a very shining lady, about 1 
meter 10 cms. in height, seeming to be between 12 and 
15 years old, she was wearing a narrow skirt, a jacket, 
and a cloak, all with little golden cords running criss¬ 
cross through them; she came from ’above’, and van¬ 
ished gradually in the Inverse direction; she made no 
fadal movements, nor did she articulate her lower limbs 
when she walked; she spoke without moving her lips, 
and moved only her hands from time to time. She 
turned her back towards the perdpients when she 
departed.” The entity was transported within a tronoo- 
conic beam of light that was emitted gradually, alter¬ 
nately proceeding and receding, and that had Its 
source, most probably, in a “doud” with an anomalous 
and peculiar kind of movement, namely H moved 
against the wind. 



October 13th was the 76th anniversary of the final Fatima 
visitation, Luda, one of the original perdpients, Is still 
alive and doistered in a convent I think what we are 


talking about here is a cover-up far deeper than govern¬ 
ment cover-up. Or are we as a spedes now, just 
beginning to get a better understanding of the phenome¬ 
non? 


New Body In Our Future? 


Over the years, Independent witnesses have observed 
a luminous phenomenon leaving a person’s corporeal 
body at the moment of death or a strange light lingers 
around the body shortly before death. I speculate this 
luminous phenomenon, sometimes described, as a 
sphere or ball of light that moves upwards from the 
corporeal body, is the life force, formerly contained 
within Hb physical shell. When this luminous form 
reaches hs destination, presumably a UFO, which I 
perceive as a transporter device that can transverse 
between different dimensions of reality and is involved 
with what I call the "transmutation process”. The trans¬ 
mutation process is my explanation of what I per¬ 
ceived occurred in an astral-type dream, I had many 
years ago. It is a possible means by which the life force 
can be placed Into another corporeal body at concep¬ 
tion or reincarnated or transmuted intact into an incorpo¬ 
real body contained within an electromagnetic type 
field. The new incorporeal body will on occasion give 
the observable appearance of our former corporeal 
body, but be uniquely different in its essence and capa 
bllrties and will appear, approximately, as the same age 
chronologically as our corporeal body was. Presuma¬ 
bly, consciousness will survive this process as the 
entities biogenetically, etc. transmute the life force Into 
an incorporeal body designed from cellular tissue, etc. 
taken earlier from our corporeal or our astral body (an¬ 
other name for the life force perhaps), then cloned, 
Incubated and plaoed in suspended animation or some 
other preservative process until the transmutation 
event occurs. (An artist interpretation baaed on my own 
drawing and telephone conversation with him can be 
seen on the front cover of the Chronicle). 

The biogenesis of the transmutation process obviously 
has many unanswered questions as to how technologi¬ 
cally, at the subatomic particle level, etc., k Is accom¬ 
plished. We have alot of knowledge about how our 
corporeal body works, but extremely scanty Information 
regarding Incorporeal body structure and makeup. 
Possibly, if paraphysical, entity and object , then would 
be concentrated energy operating at a different vibra¬ 
tory rate than material matter. Never the less, physical 
effects from these paraphysical forms can occur.

An example, I believe are the possible links between 
experiencer “scoopmarks” and the “stigmata” phe¬ 
nomenon. Although the “nature” of the physical effects 
have differences, perhaps, the “source” is the same? 
Are both transmuted? Possibly, transmutation is a 
multi-step process. Does the gathering of tissue 
samples take place initially on our corporeal body with 
accompanying physiological effects or does it take 
place on our astral body with resultant physiological 
effects? Are the entities that conduct this transmutation 
process, physical or paraphysical, or if just extraterres¬ 
trial, is it their technology that has paraphysical compo¬ 
nents and effects? If the entities are physical then a 
possible hybridization program is underway. Or is the 
hybridization program, highly improbable for genetic 
reasons or is it just a screen memory covering up the 
transmutation process? 

UFOs have been reported to split off from each other, 
merge with each other, fade out, disappear, and 
change shape. Many experiences that have an on¬ 
board experience, report the UFO to be larger on the 
inside than what if appeared to be on the outside. Other 
than just appear as luminosity or an object phenome¬ 
non in the sky, we do not initially, interact with the 
phenomenon, otherwise, unless the phenomenon itself 
chooses to do so. These experiencer descriptions 
indicate the fluid nature of the UFO phenomenon that it 
is a concentrated energy form that can change its shape 
and size to accommodate its desired purpose and 
paraphysical function, such as the transmutation proc¬ 
ess. The transmutation process is conducted at the as¬ 
tral or paraphysical level or plane of reality. In fact, the 
whole essence of the “deus ex machina” behind the 
phenomenon is paraphysical and at times appears to 
be playing games with us. But, the main game, maybe 
the game of life. 

Several main speakers at UFO conferences this year 
echo each other regarding the phenomenon stating, that 
we need a new paradigm (or model) to explain the phe¬ 
nomenon and its processes, intent and implications. I 
visualize the new required paradigm as an interactive, 
cyclical process where the external phenomenon: 1. 
interfaces with the experiencer which 2. initiates con¬ 
sciousness change including converging science and 
intuition that effectuates 3. societal impact The three 
major categories continually interact with the external 
phenomenon and feedback upon itself at all levels of 
interaction including synthesis, anti-synthesis and re- 
evaluation. Each of the three major categories would 
have many sub categories. The new paradigm I pres¬ 
ent here, although generally deterministic in scope, if 


at any juncture, activity flow is interrupted, disruptions will 
occur. Examples are experiencers having post trau¬ 
matic stress disorders, possibly caused by false 
memories that result from hypnosis, etc. Disruptions at 
the societal impact level can be collectively intense, 
even to the point of revolution, if established institutions, 
rather than adapt, impose sanctions against the forces 
of change. Any disruptions will be temporary, in light of 
processes which are dose to absolute such as the 
transmutation process that move us towards our future. 
For instance, our solar system’s existence is limited in 
time and space and eventually may experience a su¬ 
pernova explosion, resulting in primordial-like debris, 
and perhaps the planet forming process will begin 
again and we as incorporeal beings will help the proc¬ 
ess, because then we are also the entities. The entity 
agenda appears to be speeding up over the last 
several decades, particularly in the number of reported 
onboard cases, evident in the Western world. How¬ 
ever, more research on similar cases elsewhere in the 
world is vital to gain a fuller understanding of the phe¬ 
nomenon. 

Because our corporeal body’s life span is relatively 
short, at this point, in our evolutionary path, perhaps all 
the entity interaction with humans is just a teaching, pre¬ 
paratory mechanism to guide us towards species 
improvement Questions do remain. What is the entity’s 
evolutionary goals for us? What is philosophically de¬ 
terministic or free will? Unexplained phenomenon au¬ 
thor, Charles Fort once wrote, “We are property!”, or I 
ask, when do we become one of the teachers as 
opposed to one of the experiences? Perhaps, this 
transition occurs, when we pass onto the next level after 
the transmutation process is complete. In essence, our 
body changes, but our life force is immortal, because it is 
part of the Creator.

BACKGROUND 

This sighting was reported to Sue Van Slotten, North 
Jersey Assistant State Director for MUFON. She it pres¬ 
ently conducting the investigation. The NAMES of the 
Witnesses have been changed in this report; the re¬ 
maining data is unaltered. 

The Sighting occurred on August 18,1993, between 9:50 
pm and 10:15 pm with a duration of 25 minutes In length. 
The location was in North Bergen, New Jersey on 
Route 9 South. There were four Individuals in an 
automobile; John, his wife, Son and a friend. John’s wife 
observed what she thought to be a biimp, she described 
the object as long, thin and cylindrical in shape. There 
was no sound observed from the object during the sight¬ 
ing. There were no electromagnetic (EM) effects re¬ 
ported. 

The object had brilliant white lights on top that appeared 
to be strobing left to right The object itself appeared to 
be glowing. The object was heading toward the south¬ 
east John stated that the object was about 75 to 100 
feet in length and approximately 3 miles away. John 
started driving toward the object and had K In view for 
about 4 minutes. At one point John said the object 
appeared to be hovering above the tree line. John lost 
sight of the object for a moment due to the curvature of 
the road but regained his view in time to see the object 
depart like a meteor, streaking away in 2 seconds. 
John stated that the weather conditions were dear with 
no doude observed. 

When John arrived at home, he called the Police to ask 
if anyone had reported any unusual objects in the sky. 
The Police took his report and stated that no one had 
called to report a UFO. The North Bergen Police had 
sent 3 plain dothed detectives to John’s house at 11:00 
p.m. that night to question John in person. (NOTE: John 
staled that the detectives were extremely Interested In 
this UFO sighting. There was a uniformed Police officer 
also dispatched to John's house while the detedhes 
were there.) 

The next day John called a Local Newspaper to inquire 
if any UFO sightings were reported during the previous 
evening. The reporter who John spoke to appeared 


interested In the case and stated he would Investigate 
the sighting. The reporter called some local airports to 
determine if any blimps were in the area and flying on 
the evening of the 18th of August He called Unden 
Airport and they stated that there was a blimp at the 
airport, however it was on the ground at the time of the 
sighting. 


NOTE: According to Sue; a Falrview Police officer DID 
see the UFO in question, however, he did not want to 
be identified.

There was a baseball game in progress in the local 
area where 25 witnesses observed the same object 
(The time for the baseball game may not be consistent 
with the UFO sighting since it would have been dark at 
9:50 pm.) 

A very Interesting fact about this case happened when 
Sue called the North Bergen Police department to ask if 
anyone had reported a UFO for August 18, 1993. She 
was told there were NO reports in the Police log book. 
She also asked K there were any Police officers or 
Detectives dispatched to John’s house, again she was 
told NO. 

The reporter at the focal newspaper ran a article on 
August 20, 1993 (See Local newsdip at end of report) 
concerning John’s UFO sighting. The reporter received 
a call from another witness and stated that she ob¬ 
served the object while traveling on the New Jersey 
Turnpike. 


INDEPENDENT WITNESS 

Mary called the newspaper and gave her description of 
the sighting. Mary works at night and on the night of 
August 19th, her car would not start She was sitting on 
her porch waiting for a ride to work, when she spotted the

object at 10:00 pm. Mary's friend arrived and they both 
saw the object and proceeded to drive toward the 
UFO. Mary described the object as blimp like but rather 
long In shape with a single white light on top blinking. 
She and her friend saw the object silhouetted against 
the World Trade Towers, heading south toward the 
battery. Mary and her friend saw the object for 10 min¬ 
utes. Mary stated that the object could not be a blimp 
due to the erratic movement of the object She stated 
that the object appeared to stop and go, with jerky 
movements. Mary called her niece and sister and they 
also stated they saw the object while driving on the New 
Jersey Turnpike. 


THE INVESTIGATION 


Sue has interviewed both primary witnesse s , John and 
Mary on the telephone. She has also spoken to the 
newspaper reporter. She has performed an extensive 
Investigation In gathering all the facts and comparing 
all of the available data. Sue requested that I assist her 
in part of the investigation concerning the location of 
various blimps In the area on the date In question. I 
called Teterboro Airport since H Is several miles from 
North Bergen and the location of the Initial sighting. The 
supervisor of the Airport Operations Group stated that 
the Budweiser Blimp was at the airport on the 16th of 
August He also stated that the Gulf Blimp was operat¬ 
ing between the 15th and 17th of August The Budweiser 
Blimp returned on the 19th through the 21st of August 
There was NO blimp at the airport on the 18th of August 
the date of the sighting. The supervisor also stated the 
blimps almost always fly during day time visibility due 
to the large crew required to land a blimp. He stated 
that night time flights are extremely rare. I called New¬ 
ark, Kennedy and LaGuardia airports, they stated they 
do not allow blimps to land or take off due to heavy traffic. 
The next call was to Unden airport They stated that the 
Blockbuster Video Blimp was atthe airport of the 18th of 
August Since the airport dosed at 9:30 pm, the blimp 
was definitely on the GROUND. They also stated that 
blimps do NOT land at night at that airport 
Finally, I called Long Island airport, and I was not able 
to reach the airport supervisor. Unofficially, one of the 
airport personal believed that there were no blimps on 
the date in question. 

In condusion, this is a very reliable sighting due to the 
independent witness, and the dose descriptions and 
behavior of the objed observed. The Primary wit¬ 
nesses are very credible and their statements have not 


changed over the course of the investigation. It must be 
stated that In both descriptions, the witnesses stated 
that the objecta could NOT be a blimp due to the 
movement, and the way H departed. Since this was such 
a high profile sighting, it’s curious as to why there were 
not may more reports. Future updates to follow....

Flying saucers sightings 
reported in Hudson area

NORTH BERGEN — Rob- 
ert Herzig is sure be saw a UFO 
over Tonnelle Avouie Wetfaes- 
day night. So are the other four 
passengers who were in his car. 

Although their descriptions 
of a brightly lit flying saucer 
match an indepoxiant account 
given by anotho* area resident, 
yet another skywatcher — a po¬ 
liceman, no less — thinks the 
close encounter may have been 
with a blimp. 

“We thought it was a blimp, 
at first,” said Herzig, a 34-year- 
old manager at a Jersey City 
apparel company. “But it was 
hovering in a fixed position. We 
watched it for a good two or 
three minutes while we waited 
for the light to change. 

“Suddenly, it took off in a 
flash of light, faster than any¬ 
thing you’ve ever seen. It moved 
southeast, toward Hoboken.” 

Marian Terminate, a pas- 
ssenger in Herzig’* car, said the 
craft cast a “gorgeous glow” 
from evenly-spaced lights be¬ 
fore it sped away. 

Police In New York City, Ho¬ 
boken, and North Bergen said 
they received do calls about 
UFOs Wednesday. 

“We usually only get tlxwe 
calls when there’s a full moon,” 
cracked North Bergen Police 
Lt. Timothy Kelly. 

But a Fairriew police offi¬ 
cer, who refused to be identi¬ 
fied, said he saw something in 
the air Wednesday night around 
10 p.m. 

“I saw something flying up 
there, but I’m pretty sure it was 
a blimp,” he said. His descrip¬ 
tion of the craft’s flight pattern 
matched Herzig’s. “It had a lot 


of bright lights on it and it was 
moving very fast.” 

No blimps were tethered in 
Teterboro Airport Wednesday. 
The Blockbuster Blimp was 
moored at Linden Airport until 
yesterday mning, but was not 
in flight at the time of Herzig’s 
alleged sighting.

“It was 
about 50 feet in diameter, round, 
with a bunch of lights on it and 
one big beam on top.” 

George Filer, a retired Air 
Force major who compiles in- 
fcrmatioQ on UFO sightings for 
New J«ey Mutual UFO Net¬ 
work, said UFOs most often are 
seen travelling northwest to 
southeast He described Her- 
experience as fairly com¬ 
mon. 

“But until one lands in Giants 
Stadium and we can all walk up 
and touch it, people aren’t going 
to believe It,” Filer said. 

But Filer said some, if not 
most, UFO sightings may have 
natural explanations, such as 
“ball lightning,” a phenomenon 
where bolts of lightning flash in 
a circular formation. Another 
pcible explanation, scoot S l ag 
to Filer, is metwn.

BACKGROUND 


Over the years many dose encounter sightings have 
occurred in the presence of many witnesses with only a 
single witness actually observing and reporting the 
event. One must ask the question: How oould a UFO be 
observed for over 10 minutes at a busy intersection, at 
8:00 o’dock in the morning, with dozens of people 
present and only be observed by a single witness? 
There are dozens of cases like this over the years 
which appear to defy common sense. 

Many individuals who report such events, believe that 
there was a selection fador involved. They the individ¬ 
ual, was selected to observe the UFO and they were the 
only on involved or chosen. If this were true, then there 
should be evidence in the data to show if there is a 
preference for dose encounter sightings to appear be¬ 
fore SINGLE witnesses. 

The purpose of this analysis is to determine if there is a 
preference for dose encounter UFO sightings to be 
observed by a single witness or multiple witn es s es . 
We will analyze the various UFO sighting characteristics 
by the Time of Day, Visibility reference, Description 
Comparisons, Monthly Distributions, and Shape Com¬ 
parisons to determine any witness preferences. Statis¬ 
tical correlation analysis will be performed to determine 
any relationship between Single and Multiple Witness 
Reports with respect to Time of Day and by Months of 
Year over 60 months. 


DATA 


The source of the data consists of the 336 dose en¬ 
counter UFO sightings contained in the NSRC Data 
Base from 1986 through 1992. K should be noted that 6 of 
the dose encounter reports did not indude the witness 
count Of the remaining 330 CE reports, 150 reports or 
45.5% were single witness reports and 180 or 54.5% 
were multiple witness reports.

The above Bar Graph displays the description 
comparison (objects vs lights), visibility refer¬ 
ence, and sound presence of the CE UFO 
sightings. The graph is base on the qualify of 
single and multiple witness reporte. 


Utilizing the description comparison, it can be ob¬ 
served that there are more multiple witness sightings 
observing objects as compared to single witness 
sightings. In terms of percentages, there are 14% more 
multiple witness sightings as compared to single wit¬ 
ness sightings reported over the 7 year time period. 
The description of lights are almost evenly distributed. 

The visibility reference comparison indicated that 
there are 12.7% more multiple witness sightings occur¬ 
ring during night time visibility as compared to single 
witness sightings. Although the quantities are small, the 
visibility reference data Indicates that there are more 
single witness reports occurring during day time and 
twilight visibility. 

The data on sound presence comparisons show a 
strong preference for multiple witness sightings to report 
sound during a CE sighting. 
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As illustrated in Figure 2 below, there is a strong prefer¬ 
ence for CE-1 reports to be observed by multiple wit¬ 
nesses. There are 20.8% more multiple witness reports 
as compared to single witness reports over the 7 year 
time period. However, the CE-2 reports are again 
almost even in terms of quantify, with respect to witness 
comparisons. 

The high strangeness events CE-4, and humanoid 
reports all indicate a preference for a single witness. 
This is most important since all of these reports involve 
the witness to report dome form of an entity as opposed 
to an object This single witness preference has also 
been observed by many of the UFO abduction investi¬ 
gators. 

The shape breakdown data is distributed evenly be¬ 
tween single and multiple witnesses for most of the 
shapes. The only noticeable difference is for shape 
"C”, oval and elongated shapes, where multiple wit¬ 
nesses are the leading indicator. Overall, there is no 
significant preference for witness selection with respect 
to UFO shapes.

CORRELATION ANALYSIS 

The purpose of this analysis is to determine if there is a 
significant linear trend between single and multiple 
witness UFO sightings. If the correlation value "r” is 
greater than +/- .50 and the "T-Test” value (p) is less 
than .05 there is a possible strong trend. The time series

analysis indicated a correlation coefficient (r) of .181 
and T-Test value (p) of .167. This indicates a weak 
relationship between single and multiple witness UFO 
sightings over the 60 month time period. This indicates 
that the CE witness preference is random with no appar¬ 
ent relationship. 

The Scatter Plot indicates that as the quantify of 
multiple witness reports increase the quantify of single 
witness reports decrease. What this relationship means 
is unknown at this time. A possible interpretation could 
be that single and multiple witness reports occur 
randomly with respect to each other over the 60 month 
time period.

* The CHI-SQUARE results are based on the above 
categorical data groups, contingency tables, to accept 
or refect the dependency to the witness count The X 
critical value was taken at the .95 significance level with 
respect to the associated degrees of freedom. 

K can be observed that the Hynek classification data 
exhibited a CHI-SQUARE value greater than the critical 
value, thus Indicating a statistical dependence between 
the data. However, since the Hynek class data Is 
based on UFO sighting strangeness, the interpretation 
of the result is unknown. The other categories, such as 
visibility reference, sound presence and description 
data are more objective type data and can be clearly 
Interpreted. 


The leading Indicator analysis indicates that there are 
more multiple witnesses observing objects as opposed 
to lights. There are more multiple witness reports 
occurring during night time visibility. However, with 
respect to day light CE reports there Is a slight prefer¬ 
ence for single witness reports, this Is unusual since 
more people are aware of their surroundings during day 
time hours. 

When considering the Hynek classification breakdown, 
there is a noticeable preference for multiple witnesses 
to report CE-1 type sightings. Yet single witness reports 
are the leading Indicator when dealing with high strange¬ 
ness reports. 

Perhaps the most unusual results are those of the 
correlation analysis for the time of day, and monthly 
distribution over 60 months. The results Indicate that 
there is strong trend for the time of day, and a weak trend 
forthe monthly distribution. When observing the line plot 
In figure 3, there is a noticeable difference In the distribu¬ 
tion of the sightings and very weak associated correla¬ 
tion value, what this means is unknown. Overall, there 
appears to be no preference for single witness CE re¬ 
ports observing a UFO, yet there is a preference for a 
single witness to observe entities.

HYNEK SIGHTING REPORT 
CLASSIFICATIONS 

This is the traditional method of describing an event as a 
distant or dose encounter of the first, second or third 
kind. The investigator should be aware that, unless the 
case report can reasonably rule out natural and man¬ 
made sources, the HYNEK rationale declares K to be a 
non-case, and so no value Is given.UFO reports differ in 
many details. But there are a number of similarities that 
recur In such features as shape, maneuverability, ap¬ 
pearance, disappearance, sound and color. There are 
several basic observational categories into which sight¬ 
ing reports may be dassified.

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A. Relatively 

Distant Sightings 

DE-1. Nocturnal Lights. These are 
sightings of well-defined lights in the 
night sky whose appearance and/or 
motion are not explainable in terms 
of conventional lights sources. The 
lights appear most of ten as red, blue, 
orange or white. They form the larg¬ 
est group of UFO reports. 


DE-2. Daylight Discs. Daytime 
sightings are generally of oval or disc 
shaped, metallic-appearing objects. 
They can appear high in the sky or 
close to the ground, and they are 
often reported to hover. They can 
seem to disappear with astounding 
speed. 


DE-3. Radar-Visual cases. Of special 
significance are unidentified “blips 0 
on radar screens that coincide with 
and confirm simultaneous visual 
sightings by the same or other wit¬ 
nesses. These cases are infrequent. 


B. Relatively Close Sightings 

(within 200 yards) 

CE-1. Close Encounters of the First 
Kind. Though the witness observes a 
UFO nearby, there appears to be no 
interaction with either the witness or 
the environment. 


CE-2. Close Encounters of the Second 
Kind. These encounters include details 
of interaction between the UFO and 
the environment which may vary from 
interference with car ignition systems 
and electronic gear to imprints or burns 
on the ground and physical effects on 
plants, animals and humans. 


CE-3. Close Encounters of the Third 
Kind. In this category, occupants of a 
UFO—entities that are human-like (“hu¬ 
manoid”) or not humanlike in appear¬ 
ance—have been reported There is 
usually no direct contact or communi¬ 
cation w'ith the witness. However, in 
recent years, reports of incidents in¬ 
volving very close contact—even de¬ 
tainment of witnesses—have increased. 


Vallee/MICAP/Paranet 
Classifications & Ratings 

In order to encompass the full range 
of phenomena one finds in the mod¬ 
ern literature, it is important to ac¬ 
knowledge that UFOs are related in 
significant ways to other anomalies. It 
is the rule, rather than the exception, 
to find significant UFO sightings pre¬ 
ceded or followed by other anoma¬ 
lies, notably the poltergeist variety. 
The classification scheme graphically 
summarized below, created by Dr. 
Jacques Vallee, is being adopted by 
ParaNet and MICAP. 

(AN Rating) - Anomaly - May not 
specifically deal with UFO Reports:

(MA Rating) Maneuver - are best 
classified according to the apparent 
behavior of the object rather than the 
circumstances independent of it, such 
as daylight or night, or radar rather 
than visual observation:

While most people enjoyed 
their Fourth of July holiday with 
friends and family, Mindy Gerber 
spent her holiday picketing the 
White House in Washington in 
Operation Right-to-Know. 

Along with several dozen oth¬ 
ers, she was demanding that the 
government release what they be¬ 
lieve is more than 20,000 pages 
of classified documents about uni¬ 
dentified flying objects and alien 
encounters. 

The East Windsor resident 
claims she and her mother, former 
New Jersey resident Lorraine 
Gerber, have been abducted by 
aliens several times. However, she 
say’s this does not interfere with 
her work as a registered nurse 
with New Jersey Blood Services, 
New’ Brunswick. 

Several newspapers and radio 
and television stations have inter¬ 
viewed Gerber recently about her 
experiences. 

Q When were you first ab¬ 
ducted and when was the 
most recent abduction? 

A I have had four hypnotic re¬ 
gressions and the earliest mem 
ory was about age 7. The last one 
happened about a year or two ago 
now’. Probably about two years 
ago now. But I believe there have 
been more abductions before and 
after that. 

Q Wby did you go to the hyp¬ 
notist in the first place? 

A Well. I had read some books 
by Budd Hopkins, “Missing 
Time” and “Intruders,” that a 
Mend of mine had lent me. After I 
tiad read these books, I thought 
tpis might have happened to my 
toother. I still didn’t know this 
might have happened to me. After 
my mother read these books, she 
Wrote to the Mutual UFO Net- 
^tt>rk, whose address was given in 
the book. After being interviewed 
by Budd Hopkins, she h?d an in¬ 
terview’ with a MUFON investiga¬ 
tor, who filled out a report and 
suggested she go for hypnotic re¬ 
gressions with Dr. David Jacobs, a 


history professor from Temple 
University who’s been involved in 
this research. She got in touch 
with Dave Jacobs and did have the 
hypnotic regression and turned 
out to he an abductee. After she 
had a couple of sessions, David, 
who knows this runs in families 
sometimes, wanted to talk to me. 
So he interviewed me on the 
phone and 1 made an appointment 
for hypnosis with him. That’s how 
1 found out 1 was an abductee. 

Can you describe what hap¬ 
pened during one of these 
Eductions? 
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A I found myself being trans¬ 
ported aboard a UFO, being 
placed upon a table undergoing a 
physical examination process. 
There are several, about five 
smallish beings, doing this proc¬ 
ess. There’s also a taller being that 
does a mind scan process and a re¬ 
productive process. 

Q Wby do you think they ab¬ 
ducted you and your 
mother? 

A Apparently there is some kind 
of genetic study they’re doing. 
They are following certain fami¬ 
lies. It seems to be very random as 
to cultural or religious back¬ 
ground. There doesn’t seem to be 
any rhyme or reason as to who 
gets abducted. Just a large, wide 
cross-section of the population 
does get abducted. 

Were you ever able to bring 
V back any proof of these ab¬ 
ductions? 

A No. The experience was only 
recalled under hypnotic re¬ 
gression. There was no other 
proof 1 had of the validity of the 
experience. 

Q Has coming out about the 
abductions affected your car¬ 
eer as a nurse? 

A No. 1 don’t think it has. My 
nursing career has been very 
separate from this, although I do 
occasionally run into people who 
have had these experiences. It’s 
very rare when people discuss 
this. 


Q How have these abductions 
affected your life in general? 

A lt’s made me more aware of 
the universe, the stars and the 
planets, and the possibility of life 
elsewhere. On some levels, I’ve 
been more isolated. Becoming 
very public about this is risky 
business, and I really don’t expect 
my family or anybody to take 
those risks with me. On the other 
hand, I’ve made so many new’ 
friends who are involved with the 
subject and in this research, that 
it’s almost had the opposite effect. 
I’m almost inundated with people 
who are interested in the subject. 

Why do you think the gov- 
V emment is withholding evi¬ 
dence about alien encounters? 

A I think the technology we’re 
talking about when we’re talk¬ 
ing about aliens is so advanced 
that it can absolutely change ev¬ 
erything we know and believe in. 
That can be dangerous for people. 
They are motivated by issues of 
national security in terms of the 
technology involved and the im¬ 
plications on society in general. It 
can be a very dangerous thing if 
people’s religious beliefs were 
questioned. 

Do you think that aliens 
v would ever announce them¬ 
selves to earth? 

A I think that’s a possibility we 
have to prepare for. If they 
ever did that without preparing us 
on some level, I think it would be 
very shocking, to say the least. If 
there was a gradual indoctrination 
process, we would be more able 
to accept this, if it was ever going 
to become that apparent to that 
many people. 

Q Wby do so many people 
doubt stories about aliens? 

A People need physical evi¬ 
dence. Seeing is not always be¬ 
lieving. Hearing is not always be¬ 
lieving. Until a person has had a 
personal experience, or has seei 
some hard-core evidence, he o 
she is skeptical. People should b 
skeptical about what they hear.

Third Great Annual UFO Conference In A Row

The third annual New Hampehlre MUFON UFO Confer¬ 
ence was held near historic and quaint Portsmouth. 
Portsmouth it home of the famous UFO abduclee, Betty 
Hill. I recommend the Harbor boat cruise there, If you go 
to next year's conference. 

MUFON's Assistant State Director for New Hampshire, 
Walter E. Frieeendorf made welcoming remarks and 
asked the audience that all the psychotherapists pres¬ 
ent to raise their hands, and ten or so did. Frieeendorf 
said they were here today, mainly because of the influ¬ 
ence of Dr. Mack. Frieeendorf mentioned that a special 
meeting for psychotherapists will be held in the area. 

Dr. John E. Mack was lead off speaker. Mack men¬ 
tioned PEER (Program for Extraordinary Experiencers) 
and his research center, recently established. At this 
conference and the MUFON conference held in July, 
there is an acute difference indicated in the data the 
abduction researchers are gathering from the experi- 
encers. On one hand, Dr*. Mack and R. Leo Sprinkle 
(the pioneer of all abduction researcher*) are finding 
many experiencers that report past lives, while Budd 
Hopkins and David Jacobs do not. Mack more or less, 
repeated his MUFON Conference in Richmond, Vir¬ 
ginia lecture, but it is well he did because he is on the 
cutting edge of new Ideas in this line of research, in fact, 
he Is rapidly moving dose to my own Ideas regarding 
the intent of the phenomenon. For Instance, Hopkins 
and Jacobs see the phenomenon as completely physi¬ 
cal, Mack and Sprinkle do not Mack compared the 
dualist philosophical world view, where It is perceived 
that we are alone in the cosmos, and the abduction 
phenomenon which is structured to crash this world 
view. Mack say*, the phenomenon tells us there are 
other Intelligences. Today, society says to reach out for 
the spirit world is okay, but psychotic, if It reaches us. 
Mack points out that the phenomenon reaches bodies 
to get at souls. Mack said he has worked with 76 
people, with or without hypnosis regarding their abduc¬ 
tion experiences. He finds the experiencers emotion is 
authentic. Mack referenced his science author friend, 
Thomas Koone (sp?) who states regarding the phenom¬ 
ena, to drop all realities of edence and re-colled the 


data. Mack said many experiencers have the same 
intensify when reporting past lives. 

Mack says the problem with the phenomenon is physi¬ 
cal evidence, the "smoking gun". He believes the 
phenomenon will not release Hs secrets easily, it will not 
reduce itself, we have to reach ft, we must grow as a 
spedes, we must open our oonsdousness to the 
sacred. Mack discussed three levels of consdous- 
ness: 1. the nuts and bolts, 2. not understandable, kind 
of physical attempt to arrive at tt by listening to experi- 
enoers and 3. open to a wider view. Mack mentioned his 
breath and hypnosis work with experiencers where he 
goes through their experiences until a transformation 
occurs. He states the transformation period relates to 
the reality of the beings, acknowledges the terror and 
trauma. Mack says the experiencers abduction experi¬ 
ences an Intensify as ever encountered by a psychia¬ 
trist Mack mentioned that the phenomenon indudes 
experiences similar to near death, the collapse of time 
and space Is Involved, and the emotional release. 
Mack says the phenomenon forces us to open our¬ 
selves to the spirit realms, what the aliens are up to, the 
evolution of our spedes and hybridization for another 
time. It expands oonsdousness and the who we are 
question is raised. He says a cosmic correction and 
intervention is going on. He compared tt to the return of 
the butterflies to control or stop the caterpillar* of de¬ 
stroying everything on earth. Mack says aspects of the 
phenomenon Indude the transcendental, tt is uplifting as 
well as terror. He says there are different types of 
aliens, but the grays are the most common. 

Richard Hoagland was the next speaker. He says there 
Is a physics to spirituality. Hoagland says the monu¬ 
ments on Mars were built by the visitor*, not “Martians” 
as in H.G.Wells. K earlier laid out, they can come back. 
The center artifad which is one mile long monument on 
the plains of Cydonia, whoever was there, appears to 
have a timetable. We have to get our ad together, our 
culture, our eodefy and our environment The dock Is 
ticking, accelerating, Hoagland said. The next few 
years are important marks up ahead. The Cydonia 
face, Hoagland says, is similar to “Homoerectus”, 
beings on earth before us. Regarding Mars Observer 
(MO), Hoagland at a recent press conference at the 
Press Club, Washington, D.C., was p r esented by the 
Swedish consul a "silver medal” for physics derived 
from his work. The medal is an international medal in 
edence established by the Angstrom Assodatlon 
based In Sweden. 

Hoagland says physics provides a plausible linkage to 
the phenomenon. Hoagland say* a new paradigm, 
reality change is going on. He says the SETI (Search for 
Extraterrestrial intelligence) is based on the assump¬ 
tion, if EFs exist, ETx will phone NASA. Hoagland

referred to a Brooking* Institute report which mentioned 
the implications of a discovery of ET life, NASA probes 
would encounter artifacts left by beings on the Moon, 
Mars and Venus (p. 215). Hoagland also referred to 
the McDaniel report, a Chronology on Mars, SET1 
Priorities from Mars Observer. Hoagland says copies 
of this report can be obtained by phoning 1-800-424- 
0031 or 510-644-2116. Hoagland says the specificity of 
the geometry of the Cydonia region was described by a 
Defense Dept Mapping Analyst who in an attempt to 
disprove Hoagland, developed a sort of mathematical 
“Rosetta Stone” indicating the same constants were 
coded in the Cydonia complex. Hoagland says 
cydonia is trying to tell us, the “tetrahedron” concept 
and is applicable to other planets in the solar system. A 
point at 19.5 degrees indicates an upwelling such as the 
volcano, Mons on Mars which is Hb largest. 

Hoagland believes somebody at NASA, a rogue group 
so to speak, pulled the plug on MO. Hoagland says in 
1969, Phobos, the Soviet satellite saw something and 
there is a similarity in the disappearance between it and 
MO. Hoagland says he is getting alot of third party 
phone calls from engineers, etc. stating MO Is now o73 
a stealth program. Hoagland predicts that MO will be 
back on by January, 1994, December 7 th was a sug¬ 
gested date (Also I note h is the anniversary of the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor,Hawaii). Hoagland 
said he also knows an individual that has a 80 feet high 
radio telescope and H MO is sending any message, it 
will be picked up. Hoagland showed a controversial 
slide where he outlined the complete Cydonia face. He 
got alot of gasps, when he said the face symbolically, 
shows a feline image, a man/lion appearance sugg^t- 
ing hybridization. Hoagland says, in the future, watch 
TV, note the stunning collapse of countries, now getting 
together, it is all too coincidental, if one thing is big 
enough, it would have had to be Cydonia and what it 
Implies. 

Linda Howe was next on the program and she men¬ 
tioned she has a new book coming out in November, 
called “Alien Realities". Howe says there are different 
alien types and spoke about the journey of the soul, a 
new paradigm is occurring. The phenomenon she 
says, comes into bedrooms, etc. and it must be “dark”. 
She refe r red to the recent Crop Circles conference In 
Sheffield, Britain which she attended. She says different 
intelligences, with mixed motives are behind animal 
mutilations, crop circles and abductions. She said the 
most impressive crop drde formation this year was a 
445 ft pictogram. She said the crop circles contain 
many anomalies such as standing stocks of wheat that 
were bent She says that part of the plant’s stem is 
removed by some kind of energy, the plant cells indi 


cate conductivity of electricity that is abnormal, and the 
oontrol and effected areas samples were different The 
intense energy interacting with the plants occurs just for 
a 35-40 seconds period. She says some crop circles 
indicate mathematical theorems such the “Chaos” 
formation. Howe also showed a slide of the "Disabled 
Symbol” formation. 

Regarding animal mutilations, she says that blood and 
tissue token and incisions made indicate the same 
pattern over the year* and is caused by high heat She 
described recent Alabama mute rases and showed a 
video with seven nocturnal light UFOs moving around. 
Helicopter* were also reported. Howe says cattle muti¬ 
lations, mainly now include calves six months or younger 
and there have been no bulls mutilated for three years. 
She said the phenomenon Is changing to make us 
change. 

She said a lot of horse mutilations are now occurring in 
Europe. Howe mentioned her 1983 meeting with Rich¬ 
ard Doty at Kirtiand, AFB and she said her movie, 
“Strange Harvest” upset people in Washington be¬ 
cause she connected UFOs to mutes. 

Describing the different aliens visiting us, she referred to 
them as having spectral dimension*, different frequen¬ 
cies and their carrier waves are based on sound. She 
described experiencer* while onboard a UFO viewing 
environmental disasters. Other space-time dimen¬ 
sions, holographic projections and dimensional beings 
are part of the phenomenon she says, in her slide 
presentation, Howe showed drawings of aliens drawn 
by experiencer* including the “hook nose” being that 
according to Robert Emeneggeris book (UFOa Paat 
Pnment & Future, Ballantine, New York, 1974) landed 
at Holloman AFB. (I must note here that in Emenegger’s 
book, pages 127-129, the Holloman incident Is hypo¬ 
thetical, not real and the notorious William Cooper also 
promotes this alien type in his presentations). Howe 
says the aliens may be millions of years older than us. 
She said the public can't handle the truth, with 
competing species and the secret war that may be 
about us. Howe says there were government intelli¬ 
gence discuwons during 1965-67 (a la Howard Blum’s 
Working Group) that mentioned doning of humans and 
earth's secret war. Howe asked are the people coming 
forward disinformers or real informers? 

Howe mentioned, the humanity is “property” (An earlier 
Charles Fort statemen t) concept She asks who was the 
“serpent”, are we are an experiment, we are not alone, a 
new cosmology is emerging, human consciousness is 
changing and contributes to spiraling evolution. 

Colin Andrews came on next, but he wasn't his old self 
as last year. He said he was having a bad case of 
“tinnitus'' among other problems. Andrews started off 
saying, “Stay tuned, things regarding human survival,

can go either way." He said he first became involved 
with the Crop Circle phenomenon r es ea rch when he saw 
a cross in a field, 11 years ago, and he eventually left his 
job. 

He described an experiment he and associates did in 
a crop circle where a brainwave machine was wired up 
(with electrodes) to investigators. The brainwave ma¬ 
chine graphically showed in color on a display screen, 
alpha disruptions and beta peaks. Andrews also 
disonsed dowsing, both with the use of equipment and 
without that had effects in the crop circles. He referred to 
people that were magnetically sensitive and who did not 
need external dowsing equipment to pick up effects. 
Andrews was very concerned about a video that is 
being made in Southern England due to oome out in 
October, 1993 that seems to be timed, he says, with his 
scheduled lecture on October 22nd at the United Na¬ 
tions in New York City. Andrews says the video Is to 
daim that B0% of the crop circles, the last two years are 
hoaxes. UFOs will also be shown as hoaxes such as a 
chemically lighted balloon. It is claimed that infrared 
equipment by investigators In trees, caught hoaxers in 
the act of making circles, etc. Andrews also showed a 
slide of the “Disabled Symbol" crop drde pictogram 
and said this Is the punchline, the earth’s bubble is 
about to burst, don't allow others to disable us.

The conference’s last speaker was David Jaoobs. 
Jacobs started off by crediting Budd Hopkins referring 
to his book, Mheing Time, and pointed out that 
Hopkins was the first to mention multiple abductions and 
scar marks on humans. Jacobs said, Hopkins opened 
up the window in a systematic way, showing there is 
more information out there. Jacobs recommended to 
do your own research, and to leam hypnosis - anybody 
can leam the technique he says, and apply it If the 
person is willing. Asking the right questions at the right 
time is the tough part 

Regarding mode of questions, If something different is 
said for the first time, he places it on the back burner to 
possibly confirm later. Jaoobs states, he has con¬ 
ducted 450 regress i on soalons to date, with a couple 
of hours of data out of each s es s ion. He says, we don't 
yet know the aliens purpose, we collect data on im¬ 
plants, alien Instruments, emotions solicited, sexual 
arousal, mental and visual procedures, and ground 
effects. Jacobs via slides showed drawings of aliens 
drawn by young children and discussed outside ab¬ 
ductions, and the Betty Luca Andreasson case regard¬ 
ing the “Phoenix" symbol. Jacobs asks what adds up? 
Why are they here? What do they do during the day? He 
says, he is doing a new line of research on hybrids. 
Jacobs states, we must fill in the blanks in our informa¬ 
tion overload. Adult hybrids are reported to be involved 
alot Reports of humans are probably hybrids. Jaoobs 
sadly says, most of the results of his r es ear ch is nega¬ 
tive. He says he is not pleased about the phenomenon 
and does not like the alien pace. Jaoobs tells how the 
field of Ufology, evolved over the years. First we had a 
breakthrough with the “Day the Earth Stood Still" movie 
(1951) where the UFO visited the White House. Later 
science fiction movies showed two species contacting 
each other, have exchanges and show mutual respect 
Then the abduction phenomenon is a breakthrough, 
that has opened up knowledge and insight Jaoobs 
says, K we ask the right questions, we then know the 
pathways to explore. He goes on, an unknown why, is 
the ultimate purpose, we can not tell the future. We are 
approaching It, compared to a few years ago. We are 
doing more real I science than scientists themselves. 
Jacobs here credited conference speakers as an ex¬ 
ample. In the questions and answers period after 
Jacobs lecture, Dr. Mack asked, what reality is this? 
Jacobs replied: What are they doing in real time.

Ever since their emergence in the UFO community in 
1967, the so-called MJ-12 or Maj esti c 72 documents 
have been the subject of intense debate regarding their 
authenticity or otherwise. They first gained prominence 
in Above Top Secret written by Timothy Good and 
have been the subject of numerous reporte authored by 
an array of resea r ch e rs ever since, i 

The documents allege that in early July 1947 an extrater¬ 
restrial vehicle crashed approximately 75 miles north 
west of Roswell Army Air Base in New Mexico, and that 
the bodies of the crew of the object were also discov¬ 
ered and that a high level committee (the Majestic 12) 
was created In response to this startling event Are 
these documents authentic? Have classified U.S. Gov¬ 
ernment papers been “leaked” to the public? These 
were questions that numerous UFO researchers asked 
themselves. They were questions also asked by the 
United States’ Federal Bureau of Investigations. 

On September 15, 1966, a Special Agent with the U.S. 
Air Force Office of Special Investigations (AFOSI) con¬ 
tacted the office of the FBI in Dallas and supplied FBI 
agents with copies of the MJ-12 papers. There was 
concern on the part of the FBI that they were possibly in 
possession of a genuine U.S. Government document 
which had not been property declassified. The Dallas 
office noted that there had been at least two radio shows 
broadcast on MJ-12 in September and October 1968 
and that this had generated some publicity. 

On October 25th, Dallas FBI sent a Secret Airtel, titled 
"POSSIBLE DISCLOSURE OF CLASSIFIED IN¬ 
FORMATION REGARDING OPERATION MA¬ 
JESTIC-12", to the Director of the FBI requesting 
guidance as to whether or not they should launch an In¬ 
vestigation into what appeared to be a serious security 
leak. 2 

On November 30, 1966, an arrange meeting took 
place between agents of the FBI and AFOSI in Washing¬ 
ton. During this discussion OSI informed the FBI that they 
were aware of the existence of the papers, were aware 
that they had been distributed to various parts of the 
country, but were satisfied that the documents were 
completely bogus. This information was duly passed on 
to the FBI in Dallas via communication again classified 
Secret and the Dallas office was advised that It should 


dose Hb file on MJ-12. 

This would appear to lay the matter to rest However, 
there are a number of aspects of the above events 
which remain murky. I have been told by the Chief of the 
Information Rele a se Division at AFOSI, Bolling Air 
Force Base that they have no records concerning Ma¬ 
jestic 12 other that the documents themselves. I have 
also been told that the OSI agents who discussed the 
MJ-12 documents with the FBI made no notes regarding 
their 'chat 1 because the MJ-12 papers were not the prop¬ 
erty of the U.S. Air Force. If OSI Is not In p o s sas lon of 
any documentation regarding MJ-12 and has not car¬ 
ried out an investigation regarding their authenticity or 
otherwise, how have they been able to determine that 
the documents are not genuine and how have they been 
able to determine that they are not the property of the 
U.S. Air Force? Furthermore, if OSI have carried out no 
investigation how have they been able to determine that 
the documents have been distributed to various parts of 
the USA? a 

it would appear that some sort of study of the papers 
simply must have taken place to allow OSI to inform the 
FBI so confidently that the papers were bogus. Despite 
this, h does appear that the Mi-12 papers are Indeed 
fakes and a number of legitimate reasons have sur¬ 
faced which appear to confirm this. The main question 
that seems to be unanswered is why were these docu¬ 
ments created in the first place? I have gone to great 
lengths to answer this and having had contact with 3 
people who appear to have 'inside' knowledge regard¬ 
ing the documents origin. 

K would appear that Its purpose was threefold. First, to 
discredit r es ear ch Into the Roswell event, secondly, to 
confuse the Issue surrounding the REAL Majestic-12 
which a number of researchers were investigating, and 
thirdly, to diffuse the Interest that a number of people 
were taking in the Paul Bennewftz case. Whilst a genu¬ 
ine UFO link to the Bennewftz case is possible, It has 
been suggested to me that at least in part, Bennewftz 
had uncovered and I nt e r cepted a number of highly 
classified, low frequency electromagnetic emissions 
which he believed to be connected with UFO’s 4 

Suffice ft to say, If the purposes of the MJ-12 documents 
are as described in the above paragraph then they 
have surely worked. However, things app>ear to be 
turning. The evidence for the Roswell event being the 
genuine crash and recover/ of an alien craft appears to 
be mounting. Furthermore, ft should be emphasized that 
regardless of the bogus MJ-12 papers, a committee 
such as MJ-12 would surely have been established fol¬ 
lowing the Roswell crash. K, as ft appears, the Majestic

Researchers considering anti-gravity 
as possible counter to natural force

COLLEGE PARK, Md. — When the pendulum 
swings, the University of Maryland’s physics build¬ 
ing shakes. 

But not so much that students would notice as 
they walk by the gray basement room where Ho 
Jung Paik is conducting his experiment measuring 
the gravitational effects of the huge lead ball. 

<l It’s an extremely small motion,” says Paik. 
“You wouldn’t feel it walking down the hall. But it 
affects our instruments.” 

Paik. a Korean-born physicist, is among a world¬ 
wide community of scientists who have devised a 
Wizard of Oz inventory of exotic devices in their 
attempts to solve what many consider the ultimate 
mystery of the physical universe: gravity. 

Gravity is the weakest and least understood of the 
four known natural forces. 

People have discovered how to manipulate the 
other three forces: electromagnetism, which pro¬ 
vides energy for light, heat and kitchen appliances; 
the strong nuclear force, which binds together 
atomic nuclei, and the weak force, which causes 
radioactive decay. 

Puzzling results from an experiment in an Aus¬ 
tralian mine have accelerated the decades-long, 
worldwide hunt for a fifth natural force — a force 
that sterns to counteract gravity. 

Geophysicist Frank Stacey and colleagues at the 
University of Queensland detected an anti-gravity 
force using a sensitive meter to measure gravity at 
different depths in the mine. The force had the 
strength of only 1 percent of gravity and a range of 
a few hundred meters. Similar tests in other bore¬ 
holes and mines have substantiated these results. 

The search for gravitational waves — predicted 
by Einstein's general theory of relativity — has 
preoccupied scientists increasingly in recent dec¬ 
ades. In visualizing the universe as a continuum of 
space and time, Einstein believed that when mas¬ 
sive events occur, such as giant stars exploding and 
collapsing into black holes, they set off gravitation¬ 
al ripples in the continuum. 

Detecting such ripples, along with other gravita¬ 
tional phenomena, requires unimaginably accurate

measuring devices. LIGO. the National Science 
Foundation’s $230-million Laser Interferometer 
Gravitational-Wave Observatory, is designed to 
measure movements as small as one LOO-millionth 
of the diameter of a hydrogen atom. 

The first two LIGO observatories are now under 
construction in Washington state and Louisiana. 
Others are planned, including one sponsored by a 
consortium of European nations. 

An understanding of how gravity relates to the 
other, better-understood forces would be the ulti¬ 
mate payoff for most scientists. 
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Radio telescope 
‘very versatile’

ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. — The 
world s biggest astronomical in¬ 
strument. a 5.000-mile-wide radio 
telescope, is being dedicated 
today, and scientists hope it will 
unravel mysteries from the edge of 
the universe to the Earth's surface 

The instrument, stretching from 
the Virgin Islands to Hawaii, actu¬ 
ally is a series of 10 computer- 
steered antennas, each 2-40 tons. 
82 feet wide and nearly 100 feet 
tall when pointed straight up 

"It's a verv versatile instrument 
designed primarily for astron¬ 
omy." said Joan VC'robe 1. a Na¬ 
tional Radio Astronomy Observa¬ 
tory staff astronomer. 

The Very Long Baseline .Array 
radio telescope also can be used 
for precise measurements of the 
movement of Earth's crust to help 
study earthquakes. And it can be 
used for accurate measurements of 
^ itions of the Earth's rotation to 
improve time keeping, navigation 
and spacecraft tracking 

It can record high-resolution 
images of celestial bodies emitting 
electromagnetic radiation, in 
wavelengths ranging from about 1 
meter to ~ millimeters, billions of 
light-years away A light-year is 
the distance light travels in one 
year — about 5.9 trillion miles 

The far-flung objects can be 
powerful sources of energy beam 
ing from the center of galaxies 
and quasars 

Construction of the \ LBA began 
in 1985 and has cost 58-4 million 
The dishes are at >i C roix. Virgin 
Islands: Hancock. \ H . North Lib- 


em. Iowa. Los Alamos and Pie

The antennas are pointed at an 
object by computers via land lines

1989 All 10 dishes went on line 
in May 

With all 10 operating, the VLBA 
has up to 1.000 times more reso¬ 
lution than any other radio tele¬ 
scope. including the 19-mile-wide 
Very Urge Array, whose 2" dishes 
sit 50 miles west of Socorro on 
the Plains of San Agustin 

The 10 VLBA sites gather and 
record signals from space Tapes 
are mailed to Socorro — to keep 
costs down — and there comput¬ 
ers produce images the eye would 
see if it could see radio 
wavelengths 

The VLBA has "the ability to 
make movies of objects that are 
extremely far away, like quasar 
cores. Something at the edge of 
the observable universe.” said 
Craig Walker. Wrobel's husband 
and an astronomer at the observa¬ 
tory. 

Other telescopes can take only 
snapshots of large distant objects, 
he said in a telephone interview 

"With the VLBA. we can see 
things on the order of a light-year 
in size at the edge of the universe

Keyhoe was an 
aide to Charles A. Lindbergh after the aviator made the first solo, non-stop flight from New York to Paris in 
1927. During the 1930s, Keyhoe was a freelance writer whose work appeared in such publications a s The 
Nation , The Saturday Evening Post and Readers Digest . He passed away on November 29, 1988. 

The recipients of the 1992 Donald E. Keyhoe Journalism Award were: 

■ Christopher Evans of the Cleveland, OH, Plain Dealer , for an article describing a U.S. Coast Guard 
investigation into the March 4, 1988, landing of an unidentified flying object; 

■ Annette Gillespie of the Bradenton, FL, Herald , who wrote about the UFO abduction phenomenon; and 

■ Dawn Shurmaitis, a reporter for The Times Leader of Wilkes-Barre, PA, for a detailed examination of UFO 
activity and interest in the subject throughout the state. 

The three winners shared a cash award of S850. 

Eligibility Requirements 

Any journalist working for a newspaper, magazine, radio or television station whose story on UFOs was 
published or broadcast between January 1 and December 31, 1993, is eligible to enter the competition. In order 
to be considered, the story must be submitted with an entry form, signed by the principal author of the story, and 
a newspaper or magazine clipping, audio cassette or videotape on VHS format. Foreign language stories must be 
accompanied by an English translation in order to be considered. 

A winning entry will be one which—in the opinion of the judges-makes the most significant contribution to 
public understanding of the UFO phenomenon. Entries should emphasize scientific research. Possible topics 
may be, but are not limited to: the U.S. Government’s involvement in the UFO subject; the phenomenon of UFO 
"abduction" cases; or investigations into eyewitness reports of UFO sightings. Awards are made without regard 
to any particular theory about the source of the UFO phenomenon. 

The deadline for submissions is February 1, 1994. The panel will make its decision by April 1. Entries 
should be mailed to:

Orfeo "Orville” Angelucd, 01, died on July 24, 1993 in 
the Glendale Memorial Hospital, Los Angeles. Bom in 
Trenton, New Jersey, he lived there for 33 years before 
moving to Los Angeles. 

Angelucd was one of the famous contactees of the 
1950's. He authored two Flying Saucer Contactee 
books: The Seoet of the Saucers (Amherst Press, 
1955) and Son of the Sun (DeVorss, 1959). Religious- 
studies scholar Robert S. Ellwood Jr. was struck by 
Angeluod’s "charm, humility, and sincerity" and said he 
represented the "religious wing of the UFO contactee 
movement at Its best". Because of the purity of the 
religious symbolism and spiritual motifs k contains, for 
this reason, eminent psychiatrist, Carl G. Jung, in this 
Flying Saucers: A Modem Myth of Things Seen 
In the Sides (1959), devoted some ten pages to an 
analysis of his experience. Jung wrote: “that 
Angelucd’s version and that is what he thought they 
were, as opposed to conscious invention-came "like a 
gift to the psychologist The individuation process, the 
central problem of modem psychology, Is plainly 
depicted in it in an unconedous, symbolic 
form...although the author with his somewhat primitive 
mentality has taken It quite literally as a concrete hap¬ 
pening”.
